The Crushing Of Two More 'Big Lies' 


Why Not Admit It? 
|T IS IMPOSSIBLE for the United Nations to 


-*• reply to Prime Minister Stalin's charge that 
jt has been turned into a tool of aggression. 
But if Secretary-General Trygve Lie dared to 
say what was true, he would say somthing 
like this: 


"His excellency, the prime minister of the 


Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, is correct. 
The United Nations is an instrument of aggres- 
sion, perhaps even a tool of aggression, in the 
sense that its charter directs it carry out the 
following purposes— 


"Save 
succeeding 
generations 
from 
the 


scourge of war. reaffirm faith in fundamental 
human rights, establish conditions favorable to 
justice and respect, and maintain international 
security by combining our strength. 


"It is obvious that none of these things can 


be accomplished or even thought of seriously 
without taking an aggressive attitude toward 
any government which uses war and terror to 
ride roughshod over human rights and to set 
up a weird scheme of tyranny in which a few 
dozen politicians can wield absolute power over 
the lives of hundreds of millions of human 
beings, most of them superior to their self- 
appointed masters. 


"We who hold to the purposes for which 


the United Nations was created are of firm 
belief that this calls for aggression in behalf 
of human dignity and could not hold up our 
heads in the modern world if we pretended to 
the contrary," 


T 


HE LIE has become an ugly 


nuisance in our public life. 


Men say things which are un- 
related to any facts at all, but 
which by 
constant 
repetition 


come to be accepted as truth. 


That oftea is called "the big 


lie," which Hitler is accused of 
inventing, but which even those 
who denounce Hitler pursue. 


Just now I am receiving large 


quantities of mail on two lies. 


One group identifies 
Zionism 


with Communism. 


The other denounces members 


of the Roman Catholic Church as 
agents of a foreign government. 


Both are lies and require ex- 


posure as such, and it is sound 
to lump them together in this 
discussion, because 
both these 


charges stem from vicious bigotry 
designed to bring chaos to this 
country. 


Zionism goes back some 4,000 


years when Abraham left Ur of 
Chaldees and wandered toward 
the land of Canaan. Thus, Pales- 
tine has been imbedded in Jew- 
ish tradition throughout these 40 
centuries of their life. 


It was in "Palestine that the 


Jews developed as a people, pro- 
duced their monotheistic religion, 
wrote their Bible, sang 
their 


psalms and established a nation. 


THIS HAS NEVER been for- 


gotten among Jews. And even 
after the temple was destroyed, 
they returned to its remaining 
wall to weep. Nowhere is this 
spirit more tragically described 
than in the Book of Lamenta- 
tions, attributed to the prophet 
Jeremiah: 


"How hath the Lord covered 


the daughter of Zion with 
a cloud in his anger, 


And cast down from Heaven 


unto the earth the beauty 
of Israel, 


And remembered not his foot- 


stool in the day of his 
anger!" 


The greatest Jewish poet of 


post-biblical times, Jehuda Ha- 
levi, who was born in 1086, ex- 
pressed the fervor of this con- 
cept in the poem, My Heart Is 
In The East: 


"My heart is in the East, and 


I in the uttermost West— 


How can 1 jind savour in 


food? How shall it be sweet 
to me? 


How shall I render my vows 


and my bonds, while yet 


Zion lieth beneath the -fetter 


of Edom, and I in Arab 
chains? 


A light thing would it seem 


to leave all the good things 
of Spain— 


Seeing how precious in mine 


eyes it is to behold the dust 
of the desolate sanctuary." 


Back To The Beginning 


Zion is so ingrained in the 


Jewish soul that every genera- 
tion for all these thousands of 
years has expressed a hope, for 
its restoration to Israel. 


During the Dreyfus trials in 


France 
(1894-1906), 
Theodor 


Herzl, a journalist of Vienna, de- 
cided to devote his life to this 
task. He developed the modern 
Zionist movement which finally 
achieved the establishment of the 
state of Israel. 


Obviously, none of this has 


anything to do with Marxism, 
Communism or any other emana- 
tion of the materialistic concepts 
of life of Hegel, Marx, Engels, 
Darwin, Lenin or Stalin. To say 
otherwise is to deny histbry—the 
4,000-year-old 
history 
of 
the 


Jewish people. 


Similarly, to denounce the 28 


million Americans who worship 
God according to Roman Cath- 
olic rite and ritual and philoso- 
phy is to reduce bigotry to ab- 
surdity. 


These citizens have been in 


this country since colonial times, 
as the Jews have been. Their 
lives have been spilled on all our 
battlefields. They 
have 
contri- 


buted richly to the building of 
our country. 


IT IS TRUE that Roman Cath- 


olics accept the authority of the 
pope, who is the bishop of Rome, 
in matters of faith and morals 
and in church discipline. Yet, as 
Al Smith was a Democrat, so are 
General "Wild Bill'' Donovan and 
General Pat Hurley Republicans. 
There has been no Catholic party 
in this country. 


Are we to be nation of Amer- 


icans or a congeries of minorities 
who view each other with sus- 
picion 
and 
hatred 
and 
fear? 


Those who advocate such divi- 
sion can only serve the brutal 
imperialists who seek to over- 
throw this bastion of human lib- 
erty where men may worship God 
without hindrance as family tra- 
dition and conscience dictate.

rN GIVING the figures—four | 
•"- ground divisions added to the | 
two already in Europe—-Secretary ' 
George C. Marshall was only 
making somewhat more specific 
what General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower had already told Congress. 


The figures are not sensational 


in the sense that they give away 
closely-guarded military secrets. 
There is no such thing as hiding 
the long business of mobilizing 
and training American divisions, 
putting them on ships, landing | 
them in European ports and mov- 
ing them to their stations in Ger- 
many. The Russians are in a po- 
sition to know exactly at all 
times what ground forces are in 
front of them in Europe, and 
vice versa. 


Even during an all-out 
war, 


when passing back and forth 
across the lines is difficult and 
dangerous, it is only occasionally 
that as much as a division is hid- 
den successfully for any length 
of time. Hiding an American di- 
vision of talkative and letter- 
writing G.I.'s is like hiding an 
elephant with a siren attached 
to him on the stage at Constitu- 
tion Hall. 


In the literal and obvious sense 


no question of military security 
is involved. But in another and 
less obvious sense there are very 
important military and political 
implications, some of them which 
must be secret indeed, in the de- 
cision to plan at present for "a 
small army unit of high efficien- 
cy". 


WHY, IT will be asked by 


many here and abroad, should 
we believe that a small American 
army of this kind is of great 
military 
importance? 
How, 
it 


might be said, can any army 
small enough not to frighten Mr. 
Hoover 
too 
much 
be 
strong 


enough to impress Stalin at all? 


For obvious reasons so small 


an army would not, as General 
Marshall put it, "appear to rep- 
resent in pure fighting power a 
large contribution to the immedi- 
ate defensive strength of west- 
ern Europe". 


The key word, I believe, in

Marshall's remarks is 


the word "defensive". 
As a de-

fensive force, in Mr. Hoover's 
sense of a "dam" against the Red 
army, these six divisions, or even 
double that number, would be 
fanastically 
insufficient.

six divisions make sense only if 
we look at the part they are 
mean to play in the grand strat- 
egy—not of defense but of deter- 
rence. 


Then they make big sense and 


are in fact of great importance 
to the security of the western 
world and in the prevention of a 
great war. 


The grand strategy of deter- 


rence 
rests

because its main adversary, the 
United States, could not, be de-

stronger as the war continued. 


This is, and always has been, 


the military fact which protects 
the West, which protects other- 
wise indefensible places—such as 
West Berlin, Vienna, Iran. This 
is the military fact which pro- 
tects General Douglas MacAr- 
thur's bases and supply lines, 
having given him unchallenged 
freedom of the air and sea over 
and around Korea and Japan 
This military fact is becoming, 
happily, more and more of a 
military 
fact 
from month 
to 


month. 


NEVERTHELESS, the W e s t 


will not feel secure, nor will it 
be so secure as it is entitled to 
be, if western Europe could be 
had without a fight. 


There is here a temptation 


which needs to be removed. For 
if Europe could be had without 
a fight, by surrender if the Red 
army started to march, then Eu- 
rope would be a hostage held in 
order 
to 
neutralize 
American 


power. 


The presence of an American 


army is a guarantee that Europe 
cannot be taken or surrendered 
without a fight. 
Thus it will 


serve to rally those Europeans 
who do now wish to surrender 
wi 
. a fight and it will serve 


to pi-event the Russians from 
thinking that Europe can be had 
without a war.

All will see that—If there Is 


, the kind of fight that very mod- 


ern weapons produce—there will 
not be much of military value 
in western Europe to surrender 
or to capture. In military par- 
lance the power to deter, which

I grams on defense against the atomic bomb, is to alert the, popu- 
lace not to alarm it. Very difficult business, either to alert or to 
avoid alarming. The facts about the atomic bomb are terribly alarm- 
ing, no matter how delicately expressed, so much so that ones m- 
stin'ct is to turn the darn thing 
off and pull the covers over your 
head, thus resisting the alert. 


To accomplish this craven pur- 


pose, you'll have to turn the 
radio off entirely if you live in 
New York state because, with 
very few exceptions, every sta- 
tion in the state carries the pro- 
gram at 11:30 p. m. Wednesdays. 


The New York State Civil De- 


fense Radio Network, a designa- 
tion which will in itself stir a 
quiet unease in your stomach, is 
an emergency network linked 
without the aid of telephone 
wires and able to operate even if 
communications are destroyed. 


Each program opens with the 


sound of an atom bomb, like the 
sound, as explained on the pro- 
gram, of "a thousand block- 
busters exploding around you .. 
a tremendous sustained roar the 
like of which cannot be equaled 
by any other explosion".

Civil Defense Commission, for 
example, scouted the theory that 
;he atomic bomb wipes out a city 
instantly. 


"Actually," he pointed 
out, 


"the casualties of Hiroshima did 
not take place the first day. . . . 
The major damage and cause of 
casualties in Japan was fire, pure 
and simple fire, and, of course, 
many casualties occurred when 
people fled the city. It is esti- 
mated that at least 20,000 people 
died from panic alone — being 
pushed off 
bridges, trampled 


under foot, running ijito fires and 
d r o w n i n g in rivers. We now 
know that at least 50,000 people 
at Hiroshima died without rea- 
son." 


Why? The Japanese had no 


civil defense t r a i n i n g . And 
neither have we. Commented 
Colonel Lawrence Wilkinson, di- 
rector of the New York state 
Civil Defense Commission, on the 
first broadcast: "The fact is, we 
are far from ready or anything 
like it. ... The magnitude of this 
job of protecting 15 million peo- 
ple in this state is almost beyond 
the comprehension of a lot of 
people." 


THE SPECIA1L task of this 


series is to put it within the com- 
prehension of the average indi- 
vidual, especially the fact that 
protection is possible, which ap- 
parently it is. "A great fallacy 
about the atomic bomb," ex- 
plained Mr. Caidin, "is that any- 
body within a half-mile radius of 
ground zero, or the point above 
which the bomb has exploded, is 
doomed. That is not so. At Naga- 
saki some 400 people took shelter 
in a series of tunnels that had 
been constructed in a low hill, 
only 100 yards from ground zero. 
Except for a few who were 
slightly injured those 400 people 
came through unhurt. By taking 
cover, preferably in designated 
shelters, subways, basements or 
the ground floors of heavily-con- 
structed buildings, chance of sur- 
vival is extremely good." 


A few other 
nuggets, you 


might have gleaned from the 
programs. Ninety seconds after 
an air burst, there will be no 
danger from radiation in the 
city. 


After the great white flash, you 


have two or three seconds to drop 
to the ground, cover your eyes, 
before the shock hits. How about 
tidal waves from an underwater 
burst? The waves at Bikini were 
only eight to 10 feet high when 
they hit the beach. 


They would penetrate inland 


only about 50 yards even if the 
beach were absolutely level. How 
do you teach a child atom bomb 
defense without scaring him out 
of his wits? 


Said Dr. Edwin Van Kleeck, 


assistant education commissioner: 
"A child's fear is a reflection of a 
parent's attitude.... You have to 
train a child to keep from run- 
ning in the path of an automo- 
bile. Is it not then logical to ex- 
plain to him what to do if an 
atom bomb strikes?" 


The s a m e logic applies to 


adults, though they're r a t h e r 
harder to get at. End of lesson. 
Hope yoil never need any of it.
